The FIFA Congress in 
Zurich next June will discuss a 
proposal to start a world club 
cup between the club 
champions of the six FIFA 
Confederations — Evrope, 
Asia, Africa, South America, 
Oceania and CONCACAF.

“We'll push it for sure,”’

“In the meantime, at the 
Oceania Confederation meet- 
ing on December 14, we'll push 
for an Oceania club 
championship: possibly to 
start in 1984. 

“We could start with the 
champions of Australia, New 
Zealand and perhaps Taiwan 
playing against each other.”

June also will discuss propos- 
als for a world under 16 and a 
world women’s championship. 

If the proposals are accept- 
ed, they would not be put into 
operation at least until 1985. 

A world championship be- 
tween Confederation winners 
would suit Australia perfectly. 
As Australia has the strongest 
domestic league competition 
in the Confederation, its clubs 
would have the best chance of 
winning the Confederation 
championship and going on to 
meet the other five winners. 

It would be a costly busi- 
ness, however

FIFA could throw a spanner 
into Australia’s works by 
making the Israeli champions 
play in the Oceania Con- 
federation.

CUMMING CHASES THIRD MEDAL 


Tommy Cumming, play- 
er-coach of Melbourne 
Croatia, has emerged as 
hot favorite to win his 
third Rothmans Medal for 
the Best and Fairest player 
in Victoria when the medal 
count takes place on 
Thursday, October 14, at 
the Southern Cross Hotel 
in Melbourne. 


Cumming is also bound to play a 
prominent part of another important 
award function before the Rothmans, 
namely, the Bill Fleming Award. 

The Bill Fleming Medal, named 
after the famous ‘Argus’ soccer re- 
porter, is highly prized by the State 
League players, being awarded on the 
votes of the Press and not the refer- 
ees. 

Players such as John Gardiner 
(1972), Jim Tansey (1978) and Charlie 
Egan (1981), have done the Rothmans 
and Fleming ‘double’, but none has 
come near to Cumming’s feat of 
carrying off both medals in successive 
years. 

This year’s Bill Fleming Award din- 
neer will be held at the City and Over- 


seas:Club, this Friday night and in ad- ° 


dition to the Fleming Medal itself, 
trophies also will be awarded to Vic- 
toria’s National League Player of the 
Year, the Under 2] Player, the Coach 
of the Year, and the Referee of the 
Year. 

An innovation at this year’s Fle- 
ming dinner is the attendance of all 
the previous Medal winners, with the 
exception of Mick Watkins (1977), who 
is in England, as guests of the Austral- 
ian Soccer Press Association, which 
hosts the awards. 

Jimmy Dunne, a past winner, flies 
in from the U.K. today (Wednesday) 
to be interviewed for the Morwell 
Falcons coaching job. (See story on 
page 2). 

This is Cumming’s last chance to 
create Rothmans medal history. The 
dynamic little: striker is sure to play 
with Croatia in the NSL next year. No 
player has won the Rothmans medal 
three times. -. 

Cumming won the award in 1978 and 
1979. John Gardiner was the winner in 
1971 and 1972, David Baker of Hakoah 
was triumphant in 1975 and 1977, while 
Juventus defender Vince Bannon was 
the winner in 1973 and 1982. 

According to VSF secretary George 
Wallace the players’ guest list for the 
gala evening is “a calculated punt”’ 
but the winner at every Rothmans 
Medal count has been present on the 
night. Wallace and a Rothmans repre- 


sentative check the voting before the 
big night, but after the invitations 
have been posted, which gives the or- 
ganisers time to change the guest list 
if required

Queensland Soccer 
Federation president lan 
Brusasco has been ac- 
cused of trying to force 
Brisbane’s two National 
League clubs, Brisbane 
City and Lions, out of the 
NSL. 

“He wants them back,” 
City president Sam Pappa- 
lardo said after a press con- 
ference held by NSL general 
manager Stefan Kamasz and 
Australian Soccer Feder- 
ation commercial director 
Peter Sheean. 

Pappalardo threatened to 
make City players unavai- 
lable for Queensland next 
year if his club was ommit- 
ted from the restructured 
Brisbane premiership com- 
petition. 

City provided the back- 
line in the Queensland team 
which beat NSW 3-0 this win- 
ter. 

Pappalardo accused Bru- 
sasco of concentrating on the 
financial problems of the 
Queensland Soccer club in- 
stead of the wider problems 
of the game itself. 

Brusasco refused to enter 
a slanging match, saying: “‘I 
prefer all publicity to be 
directed at the finals coming 
up. But I will say this. I am 
looking after the interests of 
the whole of Queensland soc- 
cer, 64 clubs. Brisbane City 
is looking only at its own 
club.”’ 

Sheean said Sydney clubs 
had demonstrated their total 
support for the NSL by spen- 
ding $900,000 subsidising 
travel costs of Brisbane and 
Adelaide teams over the past 
seven years. 

Among details of a reorga- 
nised 24 team NSL com- 
petition to be released in 
Melbourne on November 24 
are plans to give Queensland 
teams more home games. 

Sheean and Kamasz said 
the fully national character 
of the NSL competition 
would be lost if teams from 
Brisbane and Adelaide were 
dropped.

The ASF’‘s ‘‘guidelines’’ for admission to 
the NSL and the Magna Charta have one 
thing in common: both are vague docu- 
ments subject to a huge variety of inter- 
pretations. 


Britain has managed to exist quite well for over 700 years | 
with the M.C. — and without a written constitution — but the 
NSL has often paid'a heavy price for its lack of vigilance when 
admitting new members. 


Vide: the disintegration of Mooroolbark and Western Sub- 
urbs, the perilous and porous state of Canberra, Footscray, 
Wollongong, Newcastle . . . and many others 


Also vide: the shocking grounds on which National League 
matches are played (Schintler Reserve, Ziems Park, Pratten 
Park, Lambert Park, etc.). 


But, above all, | am a bit surprised (no, I am not really, 
nothing in our soccer surprises me any longer) why the ASF 
tolerates some astonishinginly sloppy administrations in the 
NSL 


(Back to an old theory: the ASF is the NSL and the clubs 
are the ASF; why would they even notice their own abysmal 
standards?) 


Let me do it for you. (If this crazy TV ad sells cars, it may 
Sell soccer, too.) 


Disregarding such fundamental requirements as a strong 
playing staff and a good ground (taking Marconi Oval or 
Marks Field in Sydney as the minimum standard), I would lay 
down these basic rules for any applicant to the NSL (and even 
the existing members). 


4.Managemont. A detailed submission about the club’s ad- 
ministration — names, backgrounds, financial status, role 
played. Name and qualification of fulltime or part-time 
soccer manager or secretary, time devoted to the game per 
week; administrative assistance available; office with per- 
manent staff or at least answering machine. 

Of the five Sydney clubs only St George has a full time man 
constantly available; the others manage their affairs much 
the same as they did pre-NSL. 

And that’s strange, really, as even in 1982 Sydney City, 
Marconi and APIA all had a fulltime man (or woman) in 
charge. 

There is no reason to suppose that clubs in other States or 
cities are in a better position. 


2. Finance. A detailed budget based on bank accounts, affi- 
davits and other proof — certainly not the vague prospect of a 
“mysterious sponsor’’ How much can the club afford to 
spend on soccer in the next three years — from what sources, 
written proof of sponsorship backing with amounts stated; 
proposed expenditure on coaches, players, equipment, promo- 
tion, advertising, etc. 


Again, not too many clubs could satisfy a truly strict scree- 
ning committee of their eligibility. 

And if you religiously applied both criteria to the existing 
NSL, we would have a yery short season, perhaps a round- 
robin over a long weexend . . . 

Fair enough; we cannot be too meticulous. This is the 
reason the ASF doesn’t bother to police the individual affairs 
of the clubs and leaves to them whether they continue or 
quietly go broke. 


But this is a different ball game. To increase the NSL from 
16 to 24 clubs we have to find eight new ones which are stable, 
well managed, have good grounds, have the following — and 
won't drag the rest down the drain with them. 


I don’t want to be unkind and mention clubs by name, so let 
this suffice: the applicants include clubs which have failed 
miserably even in the State Leagues, which have no decent 
grounds and whose following is so small that in the ‘Herald’s’ 
Results Section on Mondays they could list not just the score- 
res bit also the names and addresses of all their spectators. 

What on earth do they want in the NSL? And what do others 
want there, others who never have been able to excel at any 
level, in any league, before? 


Do they imagine that if their administration has been in- 
adequate to put them on the State map, the same lot of people 
Sucdenly will become geniuses and set the world on fire in the 
NSL? 

Some who view soccer emotionally and not logically will 
disagree with me; people who argue on the basis of what they 
would like rather than what we have will even call me fancy 
names. 


But this is a risk I always have been willing to take, so let 
me come out honestly and openly: purely district-based clubs, 
without strong ethnic ties, have absolutely no chance to sur- 
vive in the NSL. 


We can lament this fact, we can even deny it. But I’d like 
someone to disprove it. 

This is the fate that awaits Kuringai, Manly, Sutherland, 
Penrith and all the others which, with the innocent faith of 
early Christians, will open their gates and expect to see the 
local Aussies to flock to their matches. 

They won’t. They never have. Don’t ask me why I am not 
sure I merely have a million vague theories myself. 


I’d have much more faith in some new NSL clubs if they 
could collar the support of the large South American group, or 
perhaps the Lebanese, Chinese or even Vietnamese rather 
than suburban Australia. 


This is why Croatia and Melita may make it, this is why the 
ee Bankstowns, Granvilles and others always have 

ailed. 

And a piece of advice to those naive souls who still cling to 
the charming belief that a district club can have senior as- 
pirations because they have ‘‘vast’’ junior reservoir. 

Recently, before the Sydney Hakoah y Canberra match, at 
1.30 pm, a large gathering was observed behind one of the 
goals. At least 100 juniors, all in their playing togs, with their 
managers, coaches and parents. Some 300 strong. 


It was presentation day. When it was over, almost all — 
possibly all — packed their loot, walked out of the ground, got 
into their cars and went home. 


At 3 pm the senior match started — without them. Once 
again, the nexus between senior and junior soccer was bro- 
ken. Not for the first time . . . and not for the last.

1 would have three players 
in the defence capable of play- 
ing on the flanks (Cant, O’Shea 
and Curovic). 

Mason is a vastly under- 
rated player — who could also 
move into midfield — while 
Curovic is a man of the future.

There was no promotion into Metro ranks in those days, so 
Pines had to be content to compete in the lower leagues and in

j The following season, 1973, Pines played in the newly formed 
| Provisional League and made it two championships in a row. 

The VSF reorganised the Provisional League in 1977, open- 
ing up promotion and relegation between the Provisional 
League and the Metropolitan League, which was great news 
for Pines. 

Former Australian international John Anderson coached 
Pines in 1977 but the side failed to find the consistency re- 
quired to win the championship, finishing fourth behind Wer- 
ribee, Fawkner and Geelong 

George Paulding took over as coach for 1978 and Pines 
Started the season in great fashion, showing plenty of charac- 
ter and determination, going 17 games undefeated before 
losing at home to Hamlyn Rangers. During that superb 
stretch, Pines scored 50 goals and conceded just 14. 

After losing to Hamlyn Rangers, Pines lapsed in form, fin- 
ishing the last five matches with just one win and two draws. 
Nevertheless, its lead was insufmountable and Pines were 
champions of the Provisional League for 1978. 

At last the club had gained the reward it so richly deser- 

: ved — entry into Metro ranks — and the bandwagon kept roll- 
ing year in, year out. 

Tommy Randles was appointed coach for the 1979 season, 
guiding the club to the Metro Fourth Division title, Pines con-

When McMinimee was ap- 
pointed coach of Frankston 
Pines, he didn’t take long to 
revamp the player payments 
Structure at the progressive 
club. 

“I wasn't happy at first with 
the system of match pay- 
ments Players were getting 
the Same money win, lose or 
draw. ]'m Strongly against 
that. Players must be paid on 
an incentive basis and that’s 
exactly what I did Some 
players didn’t like that, which 
is understandable I suppose. It 
can amount to asking them to 
take a cut in wages. Many 
players left, not all to do with 
the money situation, and I 
found myself with just Brian 
Paulding, John Cullen, and 
Tom O'Halloran remaining 
from last year’s regulars.” 

Mick McGorian switched to 
Sunshine-George Cross, Gerry 
Edmondson joined Richmond, 
Hugh Campbell went to 
Springvale City, Dave Luca 
signed for Melbourne, Brian 
Keenan joined Box Hill, and 
the goalkeeping Stutchbury 
brothers, David and Roger, 
never showed up at the club, 
leaving McMinimee with 
many holes to plug. 

Gordon Livingstone, Paul 
Luca, Ian McGinnigle and lat- 
terly Steve Spencer all were 
drafted into the firsts from the 
reserves. Lou Ivanoff was 
signed from Doveton, Chris 
Kova from Melbourne Croatia, 
Steve Beech from Makedonia, 
Paul Cooke and Kevin Wall 
from Frankston City, Danny 
Davidson and Jimmy Wilson 
from Hellas-Hakoah, Alec 
McConville from Melbourne 
and John Cummings, a Scot- 
tish migrant, arrived this 
year.

Frankston Pines won't merely 
be out to consolidate their new 
State League status next year. 
According to secretary John 
Bardsley predominantly British, 
the working class club will aim 
to win the championship. 


“We're out to win the State League title in 
1984. And if we doit, we expect to be invited to 
join the National League under the new 
promotion and relegation set-up and we'll ac- 
cept,’ said Bardsley, in his 12th year with 
Pines. 

Bardsley came to Australia in 1971 from 
Manchester in England where he played rugby 
league. An uncle and cousin here introduced 
him to Frankston Pines and he became a 
member. Bardsley joined the social com- 
mittee in 1973, serving as chairman for a time, 
until joining the main committee as secretary 
in 1978. He left the club in 1979 due to work 
commitments but returned in 1981 

He’s seen the development of the club’s fine 
facilities at its Monterey Boulevarde home 
complex and like all long serving Pines sup- 
porters, he’s extremely proud of the club’s 
achievements both on and off the park. 

‘When I first joined, our rooms consisted of 
a little green shed at the side of the ground In 
1972 we built new clubrooms, encompassing 
changing rooms, showers, kitchen and social 
areas. We added about $80,000 worth of exten- 
sions in 1980 and we now have one Of the finest 
clubrooms in Victoria. And a lot of the work 
has been done by members. That's the kind of 
club we are.” 

The clubrooms are insured against fire and 
damage. The insurance company valued them 
at $250,000. 

Work should start soon on new changing 
rooms The local council will put up $15,000, 
half of the project's cost. 

Pines also are developing their car parking 
facilities. The present car parking area, from 
the main entrance to the social rooms, will 
have tarmac faid shortly.

Other proposed works include a gymna- 
sium, terracing on the covered stand area on 
the outer part of the ground, and a press and 
members stand joining the present club- 
rooms.

to believe that they are just a handful of years 
away from striding alongside the might of 
Victorian soccer in clubs like South Melbourne 
Hellas, Heidelberg, Footscray J.UST., Pre- 
ston Makedonia, Green Gully Ajax, Croatia 
and Juventus 


Bardsley has a high opinion of coach Danny 
McMinimee, the former Doveton boss who 
was hired by Pines this year 


*‘Danny came to us with a lot of new ideas. 
He had a more professional outlook than any- 
thing we'd seen before. He’s a very strict dis- 
ciplinarian but when it came to players parti- 
cipating in club functions, he told them that he 
didn’t want to see them sitting in their own 
groups. He wanted them to mix with the mem- 
bers, to make everyone realise that we're all 
in this together and that’s very important for 
any club,’’ said Bardsley. 


Pines don’t enjoy large sponsorship. Frank- 


ly, it doesn't matter. They only get about $3,- 
000 a year in sponsorship money but are so 
strong socially, that they enjoy a very healthy 
financial position, which will improve further 
when the club gains a full liquor licence 


The average attendance at Pines games this 
year has been about 500, a figure which should 
jump to around 1,000 over the next few sea- 
sons.

It’s all becoming a bit of a 
bore really. Here we go again 
with another cup draped in 
green and white ribbons 

But imagine Mr. Shorrock 
lauding the qualities of the 
green and whites. Remember 
his match report in “Soccer 
Action” on July 20 this year? 
The headline read: ‘Ajax 
won't win championship’’. 

Mr. Shorrock's report on 
Ajax’s 1-0 win against Albion 
opened with this paragraph: 

“As far as football skills 
were concerned, this game 
was a dismal flop, and a bitter 
disappointment to Gully fans 
who are hoping against hope 
that their heroes can retain 
their title. . no chance!” 

My, how the fickle fluctua- 
te! It’s Gully all the way nowa- 
days 

I make no qualms about 
this. I just love saying I told 
you so, but Mr. Shorrock’s 
sudden change of heart has 
cast doubt on Gully’s ability to 
account for Croatia on Sunday. 
The Gully players have to be 
careful not to become too 
cocky, because Crotia has 
players who can get into scor- 
ing positions and finish well 

I’m not just talking about 
Dave Brogan and Tommy 
Cumming. Josip Biskic and 
Jozo Antolovic have scored 10 
goals in the league between 
them this season and Jeff 
Faulkner strikes a powerful 
shot, especially on his left foot. 

Steve Gojevic’s close ball 

skills are as good as any in 
State League The one cloud 
over the talented youngster’s 
ability to perform here, hovers 
over his physical qualities. 
That's an area of his game 
which still needs to be devel- 
oped. 
And against hard hitting 
Ajax, you don't get second 
chances. Ajax has much more 
bite in midfield whereas 
Croatia’s midfielders, with the 
exception of Jeff Faulkner, 
are relatively inexperienced 
That’s a worry for Croatia sup- 
porters 

The last time David Small- 
man played in a cup final at 
Olympic Park's main ground 
he scored a classic goal and 
played a superb through ball 
for Paul Lewis to score. Small- 
man’s magic had a big hand in 
Ajax’s stunning 5-0 win over 
Heidelberg Alexander in this 
year’s Ampol Cup final. 

It’s important however, to 
note that there’s been little be- 
tween Ajax and Croatia in 
their two league games this 
season. Up at Green Gully Re- 
serve, in the first clash, the 


teams finished locked together 
at 1-1. At Olympic Park, in the 
second half of the season, Ajax 
had two good strikes at goal, 
scoring once, and running out 
a narrow I-0 victory. 


This should be a very close, 
hard fought game Jhe only 
reason I think Ajax will win is 
because of its far greater ex- 
perience and because of stri- 
ker Paul Lewis.

Right now, Tommy 
Cumming has the best 
coaching record in Victor- 
ja, perhaps even in Austra- 
lia. 

The little striker, looking 
forward to regaining his 
national team spot next year, 
took over the coaching reins at 
Croatia when John Gardiner 
was sacked last week, and 
after just one game in charge, 
his team has reached a cup 
final, 

Croydon, Croatia’s opponent 
last weekend, turned in a dis- 
appointing display, not just 
from the point of view of losing 
but also because it missed a 
great chance to really stretch 
Croatia and add credibility to 
its claim for inclusion in the 
National League. 

Croydon coach Ted Dilworth 
chose to play Jimmy Rooney 
and Ian Dobson despite injury 
worries and left his other in- 
jured star, striker Joe Swee- 
ney, on the bench until the 60th 
minute with Croatia 1-0 up. 
Sweeney has been plagued re- 
cently by a knee injury. 

It’s just as well that Dil- 
worth decided to use Dobson, 
for this fine stopper was my 
pick as Croydon’s best. He's 
strong in the challenge, both 
on the ground and in the air, 
reads play well, passes accu- 
rately and never seems to get 
ruffled. He's definite NSL 
material. 

Rooney buzzed about in mid- 
field now and again but it must 
be disconcerting to the former 
Socceroo great to be getting so 
easily dispossessed. On one 
such occasion, late in the 
game, he was robbed, just 
inside his defensive half, by 
Steve Gojevic, resulting in a 
Croatia goal. In Rooney’s 
defence though, fellow 
Croydon véceran, goalkeeper 
Lou Kastner, was beaten by 
Gojevic’s low 18 metre shot 
into the near corner when the 
former George Cross and Pre- 
ston Makedonia keeper should 
have done far better in trying 
to not only cover the angle but 
get down quickly enough to 
block Gojevic’s drive. To be 
fair to Kastner, bad days in 
goal are a rarity. 

Croatia pinned Croydon 
inside the latter’s defensive 


half for long stretches of the 
first 30 minutes. It only was in 
the last 15 minutes of the first 
half that Steve Irvine and Paul 
Wade found space inside 
Croatia's penalty area. 

The second half was 10 
minutes old when the deadlock 
was broken. A superb long ball 
sent Cumming down the left. 
He checked back, came inside 
a defender then squared the 
ball. Jozo Antolvic had time to 
pick his spot yet still slammed 
his L0 metre shot straight at 
Kastner. The Croydon goalie 
parried the ball back out to An- 
tolovic who scored at the 
second try with a low shot. 

Not long after, a great run 
by Tony Curcio ended with a 
Gary Hobson challenge which 


had the Croatia fans scream-, 


ing for a penalty. Referee 
Evan Venios waved play on. 

Irvine failed to control a 
Rainey pass in the Gist minute. 
The lanky Croydon striker was 
just 10 metres out with no 
Croatia defender in sight 

Mike Rainey was forced to 
clear off his own goal line in 
the 67th minute from a cheeky 
backheel by Cumming follow- 
ing an Antolovic volley. 

Croatia went 2-0 up in the 
73rd minute. Gojevic robbed 
Rooney, ran 30 metres toward 
goal with Brogan running 
wide, taking a defender with 
him and leaving a huge hole 
for Gojevic to go into and shoot 
low past Kastner. 

Sean Parton and Croatia's 
best, Josip Biskic, got mixed 
up when going for a long, 
lofted ball toward Croydon’s 
left wing. Both Croatia players 
missed the ball completely, 
which fell at the feet of Gus 
Macleod. The Croydon striker 
could have carried the ball 
closer to goal in an attempt to 
draw Blasby off the line. Macl- 
eod also could have blasted the 
ball from 15 metres out. How- 
ever, he chose another option, 


producing an absolute gem of a 
goal with a skilful, curled shot 
into the top far corner which 
left Blasby groping at air, 

There were eight minutes 
left. Suddenly, Croatia no 
longer was coasting. 

But four minutes later, 
David Brogan left his stamp of 
class on the match with the 
goal of a true artisan. 
Cumming heads the ball to 
Biskic, wide near the right 
side of the bene line.

A minute later the score is 
3-2 after a crazy Croydon goal. 
Hobson takes a long throw-in 
from the left which Sweeney 
heads on. Parton is standing 
next to the near post with 
Blasby next to him. At the last 
moment, Parton lets the ball 
go. It strikes Blasby’s legs and 
goes into goal, but there’s not 
enough time left for Croydon 
to shock Croatia again. 


Croatia deserved its win. 
Make no mistake about that. It 
created more chances, did 
well in midfield where Jeff 
Faulkner in the centre and 
Biskic out wide dominated, 
and apart from two dreadful 
defensive blunders, was more 
composed at the back.

Three months after the end of the 
sixth World Cup in Sweden in 1958, the 
first Nations’ Cup got off the ground 
with a superb first round tie between 
the USSR and Hungary. 

The Soviet Union, parading such 
gifted footballers as goalkeeper Yoshi- 
ni, centre-back Neto, schemer Ivanov 
and striker Metreveli, beat their 
Magyar rivals on a 4-1 aggregate, win- 
ning both in Moscow and in Budapest. 

Yugoslavia’s two young forwards, 
Galic and the temperamental Sekula- 
rac, were largely responsible for their 
team's 3-1 aggregate win over Bulga- 
ria 

Politics emerged ominously for the 
first time in the competition when 
Spain was drawn against USSR in the 
quarter-finals 

Spain was forced to concede a walk- 
over because the Spanish government 
refused to grant the Spaniards a visa 
to enter Moscow, presumably due to 
Soviet involvement in the Spanish 
Civil War 25 years earlier!

* ANGEL LABRUNA DIES

Angel Labruna, one of the most in- 
fluential figures in Argentine soccer over 
the past 40 years, has died of a heart 
attack at the age of 61. 





For the next five years, 
River Plate was the major 
force of Argentinian soccer. 
In 1980, it claimed its fourth 
championship in six cam- 
paigns and, amazingly, at 
this point Labruna had been 
involved in 13 of the 16 titles 
gained in its history. 


The record would have 
been even more impressive 
had it not been for the club’s 
obsession with winning the 
Copa Libertadores. On many 
occasions River Plate had 
fielded reserve sides in do- 
mestic games in order to 
rest its senior players for 
matches in South America’s 
premier club competition. 


Yet another Copa Liber- 
tadores failure, this time in 
the 1981 version, led to Labr- 
una’s dismissal in favor of 
Alfredo Di Stefano. 


Although given the oppor- 
tunity to be ‘“‘kicked up- 
Stairs’, into the position of 
director of River's football 
department, Labruna pre- 
ferred to remain in coach- 
ing, returning to Talleres 
Cordoba. 


At the time of his death, 
he was in charge of Argen- 
tinos Juniors — having just 
guided them to the Argenti- 
nian National Championship 
semi final, with a team com- 
prised largely of River Plate 
rejects, like himself.

Steve Moore just has completed his first 
year back in the Victorian State League since 
1976 and capped a memorable season by win- 
ning our Ametco Travel State League Player 
of the Year award, a return trip to the country 
of his choice in Europe, flying Thai Inter- 


national Airlines. 


Moore won the award by the 
convincing margin of six votes 
but has yet to come to terms 
with the sudden press atten- 
tion focused on him in 1983. 

“When you told me that you 
were going to interview me, I 
asked a pal of mine, Frank 
Campbell, what I should say. 
I'm a bit of a shy boy, you 
know,’’ said Moore. 

He spent three years as a 
semi-professional with Ever- 

‘\ton as a youth. He had a job 
and trained twice a week. One 
of the highlights of his time 
there was playing against 
Manchester United in the F.A. 
Youth Cup, even though United 
won. At Everton, Moore met 
Gerry Bennett, the former 
Ajax and South Melbourne 
Hellas player, now captain of 
Sunshine-George Cross. 

Moore was a left back at 
Everton but was released 
after being told that he was too 
slow. He played non-league 
football with South Liverpool, 
winning the Lancashire 
Youth Cup two years running. 
His team mates at South Liv- 
erpool included Jim Tansey 
(Heidelberg player-coach), 
Steve McCombe (Croydon), 
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St as fas

Moore jumped on board Sla- 
via’s “‘cattleboat’’ bound for 
down under in 1975, along with 
John Cain, and arrived here 
mid-way through the 1975 
State League season, Kaz 
Kowalec coached Slavia then 
but three weeks after Moore’s 
arrival, John Sanchez, the 
former George Cross star, 
took over the coaching reins. 

“‘Sanchez was very dis- 
ciplined. The Jads had a lot of 
respect for him but I think that 
he had a bit of a problem get- 
ting his points across. He was 
sacked just before the end of 
the season and Ken Kontra 
took over. Kontra was a pretty 
reasonable coach. He hada lot 
of good ideas on the game.”’ 

t the end of that 1975 sea- 
son, the infamous Slavia play- 
ers’ strike took place with 
Moore embroiled in the 
drama. He was suspended by 
the VSF tribunal for nine 
months along with three team 
mates, for refusing to play 
against George Cross late in 
the season. 

Moore was homesick and re- 
turned to England, missing the 
entire 1976 season. When he re- 
joined Slavia, early in 1977, he 
was given an ultimatum. 

“T was told by a high rank- 
ing Stavia official, that I had to 
transfer to Western Suburbs. 
He said thatif l refused, Slavia 
would make damn sure that | 
didn’t kick a ball in Victoria 
ever again,'’’ said Moore 

Suburbs paid Slavia $3000 
and Moore played his first 
season in the Metropolitan 
First Division with his new 
club in 1977. With the ex- 
ception of a one year stay in 
England due to visa problems 
in 1980, Moore stayed with 
Suburbs until early this year 
when he joined Northcote 

‘Just about every year I 
was with Suburbs I wanted to 
move to another club but there 
was too much money put on 
my head. When Preston 
wanted to sign me in 1978, 
Suburbs asked for $6,000. I 
went to the Appeals Board 
which took the price down to 
$4,500 but that was still too 
much. Suburbs only paid $3,000 
for me. 

“I suppose you could say 
that I kept playing at Suburb to 
get my maximum down and 
when I joined Northcote this 
year it was for a maximum 
transfer fee of $2,500.” 

Moore's first coach at West- 
ern Suburbs was current 
Northcote coach Vrzina. 

“Tony's a good coach, espe- 
cially when it comes to organ- 
ising things. The players at 
Northcote have a lot of respect 
for him. He's done a great job 
this year, you know, He's 
bought about seven new 
players and achieved his aim 
of consolidating the club in 
State League.” 

And Moore has achieved his 
aim of proving to himself and 
others that he can play in this 
Standard 

“I joined Northcote because 
they were the only club inter- 
ested in me at the time. I'd 
heard stories that Northcote

was ina bit of financial trouble 
previously but that’s certainly 
not the case any more. The 
club needs to buy players if it 
hopes to win State League next 
year but make no mistake, the 
money is there. I’ve heard talk 
about some of the players 
they’re interested in and I’ve 
said to them that these players 
will cost a fair bit of money 
but they're not in the least bit 
worried They say that they've 
got the money If money is 
going to determine whether or 
not Northcote does well next 
year, then the club is in for an 
outstanding season.”’ 

But finances may not be the 
secret to Northcote’s success. 
Holding onto its core of good 
players, especially Moore, 
may be the key to the club’s 
fortunes in 1984 

“Vd like to play in the 
National League. What player 
wouldn’t? And like every play- 
er, I’d like to get into the state 
team. If you don’t aim for 
these things, then you’re was- 
ting your time.” 

Moore’s contract with 
Northcote expires on Novem- 
ber 30 this year and it has a 
maximum transfer fee of $2,- 
500 stipulated in it. He's 
proven his ability at State 
League standard and at just 27 
years old is close to his peak as 
a player. He’s capable of play- 
ing in the NSL, make no mis- 
take about that. Whether he 
does so next year or not may 
be decided by talks he'll hold 
with Northcote early this De- 
cember. 

Moore's earlier visa prob- 
lems, while with Suburbs, are 
justa bad memory. He's a per- 


manent resident now and mar- - 


ried an Australian girl in Octo- 
ber last year. 

Whatever the outcome of his 
talks with Northcote, he’s 
really looking forward to 
flying back to England for a 
holiday, his prize for being the 
Ametco Player of the Year. 

‘I'm really indebted to the 
people at Ametco for making 
this award available It's a 
great incentive to all players 
and it’s very important to the 
game,'’ said More 

It’s also the crowning 
achievement of an outstanding 
season for the talented mid-
